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Applicant's arguments filed 2/28/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. The applicant argues that "More specifically, Sakane does not describe or suggest a 
spin subsequent the first rest period commencing immediately after the first rest period and 
lasting until an end of the spin cycle. " The examiner disagrees. As any fair reading of Sakane 
shows time nb can be the end of the spin cycle in figure 3, or figure 5 illustrates an embodiment 
with no additional cycles or repetitions. Regarding claims 10-20, the applicant's arguments have 
overcome the rejection of these claims. 
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
